This is the final response to your October 23, 2019, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 
addressed to the FOIA Office, National Institutes of Health, (NIH) which was received in this 
office November 1, 2019. You requested a copy of statistical data regarding the number of 
human organs donated by purported suicide victims categorized or formatted in such a way that 
it can be determined whether or not the donor had any criminal record, including charges of 
arrest. 

The NIH FOIA Office consulted the appropriate NIH offices regarding your request and no 
records responsive to your request are located at the NIH. Please be advised that the NIH is an 
entity of the Federal Government that conducts medical research and provides medical research 
grants to institutions. The NIH does not maintain the statistical data that you have requested. 

While we believe that an adequate search of appropriate files was conducted for the records you 
requested, you have the right to appeal this determination that no records exist which would be 
responsive to your request. Should you wish to do so, your appeal must be sent within ninety
